F or more than 50 years, 

Habitat has been helping 
the nation create beautiful 
contemporary homes with 
its well-curated collection of furniture 
and accessories. The majority of the 
company's products are designed 
by an in-house team, which has been 
headed up for the past three years 
by creative director Polly Dickens. 

Responsible for not only the design 
team, but the graphics and visual- 
merchandising teams too, Polly is 
involved in everything from working 
with designers on creating products 
to deciding how they're photographed, 
how they look on the website and how 
they're presented on the shop floor. 

Since its launch by Terence Conran 
in 1964, Habitat has become well 
known and respected for its innovative 
modern style and affordable designer 
pieces. Polly and the teams have just 
launched the autumn/winter 2015 


range, featuring inspiration from 
Eighties pop culture and modern-day 
Africa to tailored curves and 
American mid-century-style pieces. 

THE WOMAN BEHIND THE LOOK 

Born in Haslemere, Surrey, and 
brought up in the surrounding area, 
Polly went to local schools before 
attending Charterhouse, as one of 
the few girls at the prestigious boys' 
public school. She then went on to 
Cambridge where she gained a 
degree in English Literature. 

While she was studying there, 

Polly became very involved with 
the student theatre, designing and 
creating costumes for amateur 
productions. 'My interest in textiles 
definitely came out of working in 
student theatre,' she explains. 'Seeing 
the costumes I created on stage was 
something I enjoyed very much and 
I even toyed with the idea of taking

a further degree in theatre design. 

It was another route that my life 
could have taken but didn't.' 

Instead, Polly joined a graduate 
training course at Liberty. 'It was a 
fabulous opportunity,' she says. 'They 
took on six or eight graduates, and 
put them through the business in all 
different departments and then, if you 
wanted, you got a job at the end. So I 
became an assistant buyer there and 
that was how I started in the industry.' 

After a couple of years at Liberty, 
Polly was offered a job at The Conran 
Shop, where she joined the company 
as buying director at a time of 
expansion and travelled extensively, 
filling containers with treasured finds.

'Habitat is an exciting and fun 
place to work, and Tve still got plenty 
to achieve here/ she explains. TPs a 
wonderful institution that has been 
around all my life. I had a very 
forward-thinking granny who owned 
one of the earliest Habitat sofas, 
which I remember bouncing on as 
a child. I also remember going to the 
store in the King’s Road when I was 
a teenager and being overwhelmed 
by how colourful it was.

which I bought before I went off to 
university and owned for years and 
years. Plus my husband Mark was 
a furniture designer at Habitat for 
about 12 years, so Tve known the 
company from both a design point 
of view as well as a customer for a long 
time.

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A fter years spent living in 
Germany Belgium and 
Sweden, Kiki and Claus 
Agergaard Winberg were 
keen to return to their native 
Denmark when their sons, 
Johan and Gustav, reached their teens. 'We 
lived abroad because of Claus's job in the oil 
industry,' explains Kiki. 'We wanted our boys 
to grow up and go to school in our home 
country, and we particularly wanted to live 
in Charlottenlund, just outside Copenhagen, 
because it's in such a beautiful location, close 
to a forest and the beach.' 

The family also needed a house big enough 
for them all not to get on top of each other. 

'As long as we found a property that met those 
criteria - location and space - we didn't care 
about the period or style it was built in, or 
whether it was in perfect condition or needed 
major restoration,' says Kiki. 

It's a good job the couple weren't too fussy 
because despite its stunning appearance today, 
their house was an ugly duckling when they 
bought it in 2005. 'It certainly wasn't love at 
first sight,' says Kiki. 'The house was built in 
1903 and it had been decorated and renovated 
with a lot of cheap, poor materials over the 
years. The exterior was ugly exposed brick, 
there were concrete tiles on the roof, modern

As other properties in the area were snapped 
up, this was the only place that remained on the 
market. 'People didn’t know what to do with it,’ 
says Kiki. 'Fortunately, we had a few ideas.’ 

The couple wanted to return the house to its 
original turn-of-the-century elegance. At the 
same time, they had to bring it up to modern 
standards and improve the muddled layout. 
'When we bought the property, it had two large 
ground-floor rooms and a lovely dining room, 
but the kitchen was tiny and hidden away in 
the furthest corner,’ says Kiki. 'Previous owners 
had squeezed in a bathroom by putting up 
a wall between the second and third bar of a 
large window, which looked awful. We wanted 
to have a large kitchen-diner, a spacious hall 
with lots of storage, a guest loo and, of course, 
a living room and a dining room.’ 

Kiki and Claus consulted an architect, who 
came up with an innovative solution that meant 
moving the front door, then knocking two small 
rooms into one to create a large hall. That 
made it possible to combine the old small hall, 
corridor and kitchen to create one large,

open-plan room. The unconventional aspect 
of the design is that the staircase now leads 
from the kitchen to the first floor, but this has 
meant that the kitchen really has become the 
heart of our home,’ says Kiki. 

The family rented an apartment nearby while 
the year-long project went ahead. In addition 
to creating the new layout, the house’s exterior 
was transformed with smart render, a tiled 
roof and new terraces, and landscaping in 
the garden. Gradually, the house that no one 
had wanted began to look like hot property. 

Tve been very inspired by our years living 
in Antwerp - the calm and classicism of 
Belgian design,’ says Kiki. The colours we used 
in the house are very important to me and I’d 
rather wait years for the right piece of furniture 
than buy something new with a short lifespan.’ 

Kiki chose an elegant palette of soft green, 
cream and taupe. These colours work really 


well with the natural light that comes into the 
house and I find them so relaxing,’ says Kiki. 

T also consulted an interior designer halfway 
through the renovation, who came up with 
some really good ideas for which colours 
I should use on which walls.’ 

The couple may have consulted professionals 
to help them complete their project, but the 
end result is wholly personal. 'Everything in 
this house has travelled with us as our family 
has moved from place to place,’ says Kiki.

V anessa Seddon is used to 
renovating properties, but 
even she wondered whether 
she had done the right thing 
when she bought a dilapidated 
house in Market Weighton, 
East Yorkshire. It had been empty for years and, 
as well as being freezing cold and riddled with 
damp, the dark property was filled with mould 
and mildew, and the woodwork was all rotten. 
Essentially, the place needed to be stripped 
back and redecorated from top to bottom. 

d offered a really low purchase price, not 
thinking I would get it, so I was amazed when 
the owner accepted,’ says Vanessa. Then I had 
to ask myself whether I was brave enough to 


take it on. I knew I would be renovating it 
on my own, which would be a huge challenge, 
but I took a deep breath and went for it.’ 

Vanessa, who runs The Vintage Furniture 
Company, moved into the property in its 
neglected state, spending the early days 
discovering the full extent of the property’s 
decay. A quick patch-up job allowed her 
to entertain her family at the house over 
Christmas, despite having to make an 
emergency call to a plumber when the place 
flooded. 'We were surrounded by boxes and 
piles of furniture, but it was still fun,’ she says. 

Early in the new year, Vanessa’s builder 
started work in earnest, taking the property 
back to its shell, installing a damp-proof

d had renovated homes and built extensions 
before, but had never tackled anything on this 
scale,' says Vanessa. There was definitely a low 
point when the ceilings were down and there 
were holes in the floor. At the stage when I 
couldn't get upstairs anymore, I moved out and 
stayed with friends for two months. It was just 
the break I needed to recharge my batteries.' 

By the time Vanessa returned home, the 
house was warm and dry, and she felt she had 
turned a corner, even though there was still a 


long way to go. On the ground floor, the main 
job was to open up a series of small rooms to 
create a spacious L-shaped living area. 

Once the decorating work had been done, 
Vanessa began to build up a laid-back country 
look, with layers of fabrics and accessories, 
fl brought some large pieces of furniture from 
my last house, which was very modern, and 
sold the rest,' she says. 1 wanted to buy things 
specifically for this place, which has a very 
different style and character. I had an overall 
vision of the way I wanted things to look, 
which has evolved over time.' 

Vanessa was keen to recycle materials where 
possible. She bought reclaimed floorboards 
for the living room and snug, and employed 
a joiner to make the kitchen from boards 
salvaged from other parts of the house, fl was

W hen Egon Walesch 
inherited a cottage 
on the shores of 
Lough Ree in County 
Westmeath, Ireland, 
it quickly became a 
restoration project. In contrast to his London 
home, which he shares with his partner Richard 
Goodwin, Egon's cottage is located in remote 
woodland. ‘I lived here in the early Eighties,' 
he says. 'My parents were building a house 
nearby and the cottage became our family 
home, so I have lots of memories of this place.' 

The couple spent a lot of time planning, 
drawing and visualising the space. Due to the 
damp climate, the cottage wasn't cost-effective 
to heat, so Egon's main priority was to insulate 


the roof, walls and floor, which required an 
experienced builder. 'As we live in London 
the majority of the time, it was imperative 
to find a builder that we could trust to get on 
with the work,' says Egon. 'Liam Clancy was 
in tune with our aspirations for the cottage - 
we kept in constant contact with him during 
the project and visited the site every six weeks.' 

Egon wanted the building's interior to reflect 
its natural surroundings and to look much 
the same on the outside as it always had - 
like a lovely cabin in the woods. He exposed 
and painted the rafters and beams, which has 
created extra height going right up to the 
roof, making the cottage feel spacious and airy. 
Other structural changes involved knocking 
through the kitchen and living room to

create one large living and dining area, and 
building a side extension to contain two 
bedrooms with en-suite bathrooms, as well 
as a cloakroom and floor-to-ceiling windows. 
The original cottage had a standard window 
in the living room, but when you sat down 
you couldn’t see out of it, as your eye line was 
lower than the window itself, so we invested 
in triple-glazed, floor-to-ceiling windows and 
sliding doors in the living room and bedroom 
to enable us to enjoy the views fully’ says Egon. 

To ensure that the property is cosy all year 
round, the pair decided to install a clever 
mechanical heat-recovery system to extract 
all the stale, warm air from the kitchen and 
bathrooms, and warm up the cold air that is 
drawn into the property, thus ensuring that the 
air inside is always fresh. They also installed 
useful behind-the-scenes technology, such 


as remote heating and lighting controls, and 
a wireless home-music system. 

Local kitchen outfitter Jim Kelly built a range 
of units topped with Cararra marble, as well as 
a zinc-topped unit to house the hob and oven. 
There are a lot of family connections for me 
here,’ says Egon. T asked the same stonemason 
who provided the marble for my parents’ 
headstone to supply the marble worktops.’ 

The open-plan kitchen and living area are 
an interesting mix of modern and classic. 
'Rather than focusing on one style, I prefer to 
mix things up,’ explains Egon. The cottage has 
Scandinavian touches with white-oiled floors, 
light-coloured boarding and new and mid- 
century-modern furniture. It also has more 
of an urban feel than might be expected, with 
bright accessories and bold retro patterns 
that are far from the expected chintz. T had

Richard has a talent for upholstery so the 
couple have upcycled furnishings found in 
auctions and through favourite online stores, 
such as eBay and St Jude’s. 'We work as a team, 
discussing colour options or design ideas/ 
says Richard. Tm passionate about the natural 
world and love plants and trees, and my aim 
is always to incorporate that into the interior/ 

For the living-room chimney breast, Egon 
sourced a natural, breathable clay plaster 
from a company based in Cornwall and had 
it couriered to Ireland. He also replaced the 
existing open fireplace with a wood-burning 
stove from the Isle of Wight. 'I designed the 
surround and our builder Liam found and 
shaped the timber for the mantelpiece, which 
has worked really well as a focal point in the 
living area/ says Egon. 

The renovations took less than nine months 
and now Egon and Richard visit the cottage 
every six weeks or so, as it provides a handy 
base for overseeing Egon’s interior-design 
projects in Ireland. What started life as a damp 
and dated holiday cottage has become a place 
of year-round relaxation and serenity for the 
couple, who love sitting out on their new cedar, 
raised-deck veranda. Tt’s just as I always 
dreamed it would be/ says Egon, ffl

T imiko and Mark CranwelFs 

London home was in a terrible 
state when they first viewed it. 
fit had been bedsits and there 
were sinks and hotplates in 
every room/ says Timiko. 'By 
the time we found it, none of the bathrooms 
worked and some ceilings had fallen in. It 
wasn’t the perfect house - it was a shell that we 
hoped we could turn into something original/ 
The couple bought the property in 2011 and, 
shortly after, were inspired by a visit to New 
London Architecture’s Don't Move, Improve! 
exhibition. The glass extensions in Paul Archer 
Design’s work jumped out, so Timiko and 
Mark hired the company to help transform 
their home. The renovation involved a loft 


conversion, extensions at the side and the 
back of the house, and gutting all the existing 
rooms. The building work took 15 months 
- far longer than Timiko and Mark had 
envisaged - so they stayed with various friends 
until they could move in just after their son 
Milo was born in August 2012. 

The once-dilapidated building is now a 
glamorous home. The kitchen is positioned at 
the heart of the house, between the living room 
at the front and a dining area at the back. The 
couple chose black-painted wood cabinets and 
a Carrara marble island, one side of which is 
covered in cowhide - an allusion to the prairie 
landscape of Canadian-born Mark’s roots. 

The layout of the kitchen was meticulously 
planned to ensure that it enables both

Coffee-lover Mark has a coffee 
station, where a La Pavoni coffee machine sits 
beneath shelves stocked with espresso and 
latte cups collected on the couple's travels, 
while Timiko has a baking station. 

A wood panel on one side of the kitchen can 
be pushed aside to reveal a downstairs loo and 
a utility room where a laundry chute delivers 
washing from the floors above. The far end 
of the kitchen leads into the new light-filled 
glass extension at the rear of the house, which 
the family use as a living and dining space. 

A mirror-lined drinks cabinet and Philippe 


Starck's clear Ghost dining chairs add an 
element of fun to the open-plan space. 

Timiko has continued the sophisticated 
palette of black and white with touches of 
gold - inspired by Chanel's packaging - 
into the more formal living room at the front 
of the house. Here, contemporary merges 
with vintage. One of the sofas is an elegant 
antiques-market find that Timiko had 
reupholstered in a monochrome hound's-tooth 
fabric. Tn the extension, the look is modern 
and architectural, but in the original rooms, 
we wanted to create a feel that honours the 
property's age,' she explains. 

In the main bedroom on the first floor, the 
mood changes - it's still glamorous, but there's 
romance, too, with bold sapphire-blue walls,

The main bedroom is full of surprises. Not 
content with painting the ceiling white, Timiko 
used pressed-metal tiles to give it texture. A 
mirrored door leads to a hidden dressing room 
with hanging rails at his-and-her heights (Mark 
is 6ft 4in tall, while Timiko is 5ft 2in). There’s 
also an en-suite shower room, decorated with 
shimmering mother-of-pearl mosaic tiles. 

The vintage glamour spreads to the family 
bathroom, where a busy paisley wallpaper, 
a crystal chandelier and black-lace curtains 
re-create the feel of a Parisian boutique hotel. 
At the top of the house, the children’s bedroom 
in the converted loft has a more contemporary 
look than the other rooms. 

A large skylight and a picture window fill the 
space with natural light, while clever modular 
shelving built into the eaves provides plenty 
of storage for toys and books. There’s still 
an element of sophistication, though, with a 
sunburst mirror adding a hint of mid-century 
style. The Cranwells have certainly succeeded 
in creating a unique home where each room 
offers an entirely different mood. ©

Stunning views

THE PROPERTY 

A three-bedroom, Sixties 
detached house in a village 
near Bath, Somerset. 

WHO LIVES HERE 

Jordan and Stacie Franklin, with 
their 18-month-old son, Cameron. 

WHAT THEY DID 

The couple converted the garage 
into a cinema room and added a 
bedroom above it. A curved-glass 


extension was built at the side 
of the house, with a balcony 
above. An en-suite bathroom 
was fitted in an existing dormer 
and a spare bedroom was 
turned into a walk-in wardrobe. 

WHAT IT COST 

The couple paid £395,000 for 
the house in 2012 and spent 
£1,471 per sq m redesigning 
and extending the property. It’s 
now worth more than £1 million.

W hen Jordan and 

Stacie Franklin bought 
a tired Sixties house 
to renovate, they had 
no idea of the enormity 
of the project they were 
about to take on. What started out as a modest 
but run-down house would end up boasting 
high-end finishes and gadgets. 'We’d never 
tackled anything like this, but I like to keep 
busy and Fm always watching TV shows about 
building and renovating homes,’ says Jordan, 
who admits his DIY skills are lacking. What 
he does have, however, is determination and 
a thirst for knowledge that saw him carrying 
out meticulous research in order to reinvent 
the couple’s dated house inside and out. 

FIRST IMPRESSIONS When they initially 
viewed the property, Jordan and Stacie were 
unimpressed and went on to look at 20 other 
houses before reconsidering its potential. The 
building hadn’t been touched since it was first 


built in the late Sixties and had a cramped 
kitchen and an integral garage. The red brick 
walls were clad with a mishmash of brown tiles, 
yellow render and dark timber weatherboarding, 
and the roof was made of brown concrete tiles. 

The building sits on a big corner plot in 
a village near Bath. 'We liked the large 
garden and the unusual shape of the house 
and decided to buy it, despite the amount of 
work that needed doing,’ says Stacie. Raising 
a mortgage on the property took several 
months, during which time Jordan undertook 
a great deal of research into design options. 

'We actually moved house four times while 
Stacie was pregnant with Cameron, because 
our first rental property wasn’t suitable,’ says 
Jordan. 'We were also planning our wedding, 
so everything happened at once.’ 

MAKING PLANS Another house in the village 
had captured Jordan’s imagination, and he 
approached the architect responsible for 
transforming the drab chalet bungalow into

a striking contemporary property. 'Our brief 
was for a modern, clean-cut family home that 
would suit the site,' says Jordan. 

Jon Foulds of WhiteBOX Architects devised 
an ambitious scheme, which added 79sq m to 
the existing property's footprint and ensured 
that the main garden area would be maintained. 
Td never made a planning application before, 
and the house is in a Conservation Area, but 
the neighbours were all really supportive 
and the plans were approved first time with 
just a couple of alterations,' says Jordan. 'We 
were surprised and pleased, as the house is 
now completely unrecognisable and looks 
more like a new build than a renovation.' 
RUNNING THE PROJECT A local building 
company was employed to undertake the 
work, with Jordan project managing the build. 
The house was stripped out and gutted, with 
concrete floors downstairs dug up to lay 
underfloor heating pipes. New footings were 
also required for the glass extension. 

A palette of key materials, including white 
render and oak boarding, have rejuvenated 
the external appearance of the house. Sections 
of slate render were chosen to complement 
the grey aluminium windows. The most 
eye-catching feature is the new glass extension 
and the balcony above it. 'The curved glass 


caused the most stress,' says Jordan. 'The 
first company that quoted for the job let us 
down, so we had to start again, which held 
up the build for two months.' Grey roof slates 
complete the dramatic transformation. In 
all, the build took nine months to complete. 
HIGH-SPEC DETAILS Jordan and Stacie 
were keen to introduce up-to-the-minute 
technology into their home. Slate, stone 
flooring and glass create a contemporary 
feel, while intelligent lighting, a multi-room 
music system and remote-controlled curtains 
and blinds are modern additions that make 
it easy to adapt each space. The underfloor 
heating, music, alarm and curtains can all 
be controlled via an iPad or smartphone. 

In the open-plan kitchen, a snug area is 
separated by two pillars, which serve as log 
stores for the wood-burning stove. Grey polished 
plaster was used for an unusual feature wall in 
the snug. Bespoke wenge cabinetry, Italian 
stone flooring and marble worktops create a 
luxury look. 'We refused to cut corners, but it 
was worth it to get this quality of finish,' says 
Stacie. 'Friends and family had wondered why 
we bought such a run-down house. Now the 
biggest compliment someone can pay is to 
assume we used an interior designer, because 
they can't believe we did all this ourselves.'

KNOW-HOW 

■ Many alterations can be 
made under Permitted 
Development, meaning you 
don’t need to get planning 
permission. For more 
information on planning and 
building regulations, visit 
planningportal.gov.uk and 
always check with your 
local authority before 
making any major changes. 

■ Keep your neighbours 
informed at all stages and 
you might need to obtain 
party-wall agreements, 
too.

■ For extensions and major 
remodelling, it’s usually 
advisable to employ an 
architect to draw up accurate 
plans: the Royal Institute of

IN DETAIL CURVED GLASS 

Add drama with glass, just like the Franklins did 


Jordan and Stacie incorporated 
several curved-glass features into 
their home, including a dining area, 
a balcony in the main bedroom 
and a mezzanine level on the 
staircase. These striking features 
flood the interior with natural light. 
■ Curved glass may be used for 
windows, balustrades and shower 
screens. Heat softens the glass, 
which is then moulded into a curved 
form. Curved glass is usually either 
annealed (slowly cooled), toughened 
or laminated. Toughened curves can 
be laminated together, and any 


combination of bent glass can be 
sealed into a double-glazed unit. 

■ As with most glass pieces there 
will be certain restrictions on size 
and shape, including the thickness 
of glass and the angle of the 
curve. Costs will vary considerably 
depending on the size, type of glass 
and difficulty of installation. 

■ The Glass and Glazing Federation 
is a useful source for finding glazing 
specialists in your area. Visit ggf.org. 
uk/directory for more details. All its 
members and products comply with 
Building Regulations.

Penny Shankar and Fred Badowski added a new floor to their 
dated bungalow to create a contemporary, ecofriendly home 


W hen Penny Shankar bought a 
single-storey Fifties bungalow 
in Gloucestershire in 2006, she 
had some ambitious plans for 
the modest three-bedroom building. Td finished 
renovating a listed cottage and was hunting for 
a more modern home closer to town/ says Penny 
'When I viewed the bungalow, it clearly offered 
a great opportunity and it felt private despite 
being only a short walk from the town centre/ 
Penny and her sons - Harry, now 21, and 
Louis, 20 - moved into the detached property 
and lived there for more than a year while she 
drew up plans. 'Living in the bungalow gave me 


time to think about how best to reconfigure the 
layout and where to position windows/ she says. 
A NEW VISION Penny’s love of Fifties 
Modernist houses, with their flat roofs and clean 
lines, inspired the external look of the property 
but she was keen not to dismiss the original 
building. 'At no point did I consider demolishing 
the bungalow, because I always wanted it 
to be an eco-build and felt that would be too 
wasteful/ she explains. 'It was in reasonably 
good condition, with high ceilings and large, 
well-proportioned rooms, which make ideal 
bedrooms and bathrooms/ Her plan was to add 
a new floor comprising of an open-plan living.

dining and kitchen area, with a balcony that 
would make the most of the far-reaching views. 

Gaining planning permission for the external 
alterations proved surprisingly straightforward, 
so the family rented nearby for six months 
while the work took place. 

MOVING ON UP Three years ago. Penny 
married Fred Badowski and he oversaw the 
whole renovation project. A local building 
company was employed, along with specialist 
subcontractors to remove the old pitched roof 
and construct a new timber-framed first floor 
with a flat sedum roof. Tt was important not 
to increase the overall load of the building 
too much,’ says Fred. The timber-framed box 
is lightweight, which meant we could use the 
existing foundations with a bit of remedial 
work and underpinning to one corner.’ 

Insulation was applied to the exterior walls 
and finished in smooth grey render. A glass 
and aluminium bridge now leads to the new 
first-floor living area, while there are four 
bedrooms, a bathroom and an en suite for 
the main bedroom on the ground floor. Penny 
paid £380,000 for the bungalow and spent 
around £300,000 renovating it. The property 
is now worth more than £1 million.

R mma and Alex Main’s kitchen 
was functional but far from 
their dream room. 'It was dark 
and tired, and had red quarry 
floor tiles with green and red 
wall tiles/ says Emma. 'We 
wanted to add light and storage, but we didn’t 
do anything for a few years as we thought 
we should live in the space first and, with two 
young children, it made sense to hold back.’ 

As Alex is a director of The Main Furniture 
& Kitchen Company, the couple had lots of 
ideas.

T he only thing that Jo and 

John Maruri didn’t like when 
they bought their converted 
warehouse flat in east London 
was its tiny kitchen. ‘It was 
squeezed into a little space 
between a wall and a supporting column, and 
it just wasn’t big enough for us,’ explains Jo. 

The couple enjoy entertaining, but the size 
of the kitchen meant that whoever was cooking 
was tucked away from the guests. ‘My family is 
Italian and John has an Ecuadorian background, 
so food and celebrating are a big part of our 
lives,’ says Jo. ‘We wanted to open up the space 
to include the kitchen in the main living area.’ 

The couple chose flat-fronted, glossy white 
units to fit in with the warehouse flat’s slick

It was important for the couple to have 
a scheme that used the space to its full 
potential. The high ceilings allowed them to 
include tall cupboards with plenty of storage, 
and they went for a central island, with room 
for preparing food and socialising.

hen Meghan and 
Oliver Cooper bought 
their home, they didn’t 
dislike the kitchen, 
but as they had such 
dramatic plans for the 
lower ground floor of the house, they knew they 
wouldn’t be living with it for long. Although 
the house had once been a family home, it had 
been converted into four flats, with low ceilings,’ 
explains Meghan, an Australian used to more 
spacious living. 'Our focus was to move the 
kitchen to the front of the house and create an 
uninterrupted view into the garden at the rear.’ 
Meghan wanted a streamlined kitchen and 
started sourcing ideas from TV shows and 


magazines. On their structural engineer’s 
suggestion, she and Oliver also contacted 
interior design studio Amberth. 'The designers 
really helped us to plan the layout, fittings 
and white goods,’ says Meghan. 'Deciding on 
the Corian worksurface was easy, but against 
their advice, we opted for salmon-pink units. 
They warned us it would look very different 
under our lighting, but we decided to take 
a risk. Immediately after they had been fitted, 
we realised that we had made a mistake!’ 

A year later, the couple changed the colour 
of the units to a gunmetal grey. 'It has been 
an evolving process, but we got there,’ says 
Meghan. 'It was wonderful to create a space 
that makes the most of open-plan living.’

1 44 It took about 
six months to find the 
right builders and get planning 
permission. We started with the 
building work, lowering the floor 
level, supporting the ceilings 
with steel joists and replacing 
some of the windows. The 
project took nine months and, 
as it was part of a whole-house 
renovation, we lived elsewhere. 
The building work cost around 
£60,000, which also included 
replacing an old conservatory 
with a new extension at the rear 
of the house. We paid £1,800 
to have the kitchen fitted.

Bespoke storage BATHROOM IDEAS 



H aving been largely untouched 
for years, the bathroom in 
Emma and David Horleds 
Somerset farmhouse was 
well overdue a face-lift. 'The 
property needed major work 
when we moved in 18 years ago, so there wasn’t 
the budget for more than a basic update to the 
bathroom until now,’ explains Emma. 

The L-shaped room was a real challenge: 
a shower enclosure spanned one end and the 
bath was along the opposite wall, with a lot 
of underused space around it. As a result, the 
room felt cluttered and messy. Tt was cold 
and the shower was too big,’ says Emma. 

Top of Emma’s wish list was a chic pale-grey 
and cream scheme. She also wanted a large 
vanity unit with twin basins and roomy drawers 


in it for storing towels and cleaning products. 
Underfloor heating and a practical bath and 
shower were also top priorities. 'The room had 
to be low maintenance with a classic look that 
wouldn’t date,’ says Emma. 'I wanted the vanity 
unit to be the main feature, but I couldn’t find 
the right piece at an affordable price. As the 
walls are crooked, too, I realised we’d be better 
off having something purpose built.’ 

To maximise every inch of the room, the 
layout was swapped around so the shower 
could slot into the space behind the door. 

The bath fitted perfectly along the other wall, 
allowing the vanity unit to take centre stage. 
'We had to be clever with the layout, but it 
works well now and there’s masses of storage,’ 
says Emma. 'And with the new underfloor 
heating, the room feels warm and cosy, too.’

MAKE YOUR HOME SECURE 

Burglaries are more common in the winter months, so with the nights now 
drawing in, take some easy steps to protect your home and neighbourhood 


START WITH THE EXTERIOR 

Have lighting installed around 
your home, as it can deter burglars. 
Choose lights with passive infrared 
motion sensors, which come on when 
movement is detected, or go for solar 
or low-pressure sodium lights that 
stay on from dawn to dusk. Gravel 
on a driveway will make a quiet 
approach impossible, while visible 
alarm systems and prickly shrubs 
at access points are also off-putting. 

GET RID OF BLIND SPOTS 

Eliminate anything that enables 
concealment. Dense shrubs, high 
hedges, fences or walls provide an 
opportunity for burglars. Opt for 
open-style boundaries, such as picket 
fencing, or add trellis across the top 
of slatted wood panels. Install gates 
made from sturdy see-through 
ironwork rather than solid wood. 

Q ASSESS YOUR DOORS Replace 
O tired or rotting doors with a new 
door that is British Standard PAS 24 
certified for enhanced security. New 
wooden doors need to be a minimum 
of 44mm thick and all designs should 


have the letter boxes located a 
minimum of 400mm from any locks. 
Fit a letter-box cage or restrictor to 
prevent thieves operating the interior 
door latch through the letter box. 

EXAMINE YOUR WINDOWS 

Double or triple glazing is the 
most secure option, but it isn't always 
possible - especially in old properties. 
It's worth upgrading single-glazed, 
plain-glass windows to toughened 
or laminated glass, which will shatter 
on impact but still hold together. 

r UPGRADE HARDWARE Add 

^ visible locks to windows and 
check your front door's deadlock, 
then use them - even when you are 
in the house. Alarm systems are a 
good investment, but research them 
carefully. Options include hard-wired 
and wire-free systems, but only 
some models are guaranteed a police 
response upon activation. 

SECURE YOUR SPARE KEY Ask 

a trusted neighbour to keep a set 
of keys or invest in a wall-mounted 
key safe to go on the outside of the

Q WHERE SHOULD I GO? 

Check the weather forecast 
to be sure of a clear night and visit 
darkskydiscoveryorg.uk for a list of 
the darkest and, therefore, best places 
to stargaze in the UK. If you don’t 
live near one, find a spot away from 
any light pollution and without any 
tall structures to impede your view. 

WHAT DO I NEED? 

Wrap up warm, as you’ll be 
outside for a while. A hot-drinks flask 
is a good idea, as is a picnic blanket 
if you’d rather lie down to watch the 
sky. You’ll also need a torch with a red 
light (a white light will reduce your 
eyes’ ability to see in the dark). To turn 
a white light red, fix a red cellophane 
sweet wrapper over the end of your 
torch with an elastic band. Bring a 
planisphere - a cardboard dial that 
shows the positions of the stars - to 
guide you (buy one online or astrology 
magazines often have one inside), or 
download an app - there are plenty to 
help you navigate the sky. A compass 
will also point you in the right direction. 

DO I NEED A TELESCOPE? 

No - plenty of stars and planets 
can be seen with the naked eye. If you 


just draw a line up from the last two 
stars in the Plough (the end opposite 
to the 'handle’). Jupiter and Venus are 
also easily visible - they look like very 
bright stars. Your planisphere or app 
will show you what you’re looking at. 

ANY TIPS FOR A GOOD VIEW? 

Brendan Owens, astronomer at 
the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, says 
you should allow about 20 minutes for 
your eyes to become dark-adapted and 
open to receiving the faintest starlight. 

Q WHAT ASTRONOMICAL 

EVENTS SHOULD I LOOK FOR? 

'The Orionid meteor shower will peak 
on the night of 21 October and the 
morning of 22 October,’ says Brendan. 
'It’s best seen in the hours before 
dawn and is a celestial light show of 
shooting stars that’s not to be missed.’

YES, YOU CAN FREEZE... 

Eggs Crack them, whisk them, then 
pop them in a freezer bag (but never 
freeze them in their shells). You can 
also freeze leftover whites or yolks in 
ice-cube trays. Cheese In chunks or 
grated into freezer bags. >1^ Milk In 
plastic bottles, but not glass. Thaw in 
the fridge and shake well before use. 

Bread Freeze it sliced, so you can 
prise apart the amount you need and 
toast it immediately. Flour In a 
tightly sealed plastic bag (paper ones 
will absorb moisture.) ^ Nuts Freeze 
whole (crack nuts in shells, as they’ll 
expand), ground or salted. Defrost by 
gently warming in a pan. if Rice Safer 
than storing it in the fridge due to 
the tummy-upsetting toxins that can 
develop. You can freeze cooked rice 
for up to a month. 

NO, YOU CANT FREEZE... 

)k Salad vegetables Anything with a 
high water content, such as lettuce 


and cucumber, will disintegrate when 
defrosted. Soft cheese Cream 
cheese, ricotta and mascarpone will 
change texture. )t^ Custard It will 
curdle and separate. ^ Condiments 
Mayonnaise will curdle and ketchup 
will go watery, if Cooked pasta It will 
go mushy, but raw fresh pasta freezes 
well, if Gravy Instead, freeze the 
meat juices and add thickener once 
defrosted. Iced cakes The icing will 
seep into the cake and make it soggy. 
Scrape the icing off first, or freeze the 
cake before decorating. 

FREEZER DOS... 

>!^ Do separate multipacks of meat, 
such as burgers, sausages and 
chicken breasts, so you can defrost 
as many portions as you need. 

>!^ Do freeze things flat, particularly 
if they’re in freezer bags, as they’ll be 
much easier to stack. >1^ Do keep the 
freezer full (this helps maintain an 
optimum temperature), but don’t 
overfill it, as air needs to circulate. 

>k Do prevent freezer burn by 
wrapping loose items tightly in 
clingfilm, then tin foil, to create a 
double barrier. Put soups and stews 
in a container, then lay clingfilm on 
the surface before putting the lid 
on, or store in special soup bags. 



FREEZER DONT’S... 

Don’t freeze anything warm - wait 
until it’s cooled, as the heat could 
thaw frozen food. Don’t thaw and 
refreeze food, especially meat or hsh, 
as it can develop harmful bacteria. 
if^ Don’t overfill containers, as things 
expand when they freeze - leave 
room at the top to allow for this. 

Don’t forget to label everything 
with the contents and date using 
freezer stickers that won’t peel off 
and a permanent marker, if. Don’t 
keep the freezer in your garage 
unless it’s designed for outdoor use.

M 225g self-raising flour M 75g 
hazelnuts H 125g caster sugar 
M 125g unsalted butter, plus 
extra for greasing M 3 egg yolks 
M Few drops of vanilla extract

M 700g plums, quartered and 
pitted If 4tbsp honey M Grated

1 Whizz half the flour and all the 
nuts in a food processor, until 
ground. Add the remaining flour, 
the sugar and butter, whizz to 
combine, then add the egg yolks 
and vanilla. Pulse until it forms 

a ball, then knead lightly. Wrap 
in clingfilm and chill for Ihr. 

2 Meanwhile, grease a 20.5cm 
loose-base fluted tart tin. Put the 
plums in a pan with the honey and 
orange zest. Cook on a low heat for 
around lOmin, until soft. Remove 
from the heat and set aside to cool. 

3 Preheat the oven to 190°C/ 
375°F/Gas 5 and put a baking 
tray on the middle shelf. On 

a floured surface, roll out three 
quarters of the dough to a 22cm 
circle. Place it over the tart tin 
and ease it into the base and sides. 
Spoon the plums and juices into 
the pastry case evenly.

M 25g unsalted butter M 1 vanilla 
pod, split, and its seeds M Itsp 
ground allspice H 115g soft light 
brown sugar M 550g slightly 
under-ripe plums, quartered and 
pitted If Grated zest of 1 lemon 
M Grated zest of 1 lime 
FOR THE CRUMBLE

cut into small cubes 

1 Preheat the oven to 200°C/

M 375g sweet shortcrust pastry, 
chilled M 85g butter, softened, 
plus extra for greasing M 85g 
caster sugar M 85g ground 
hazelnuts M 50g self-raising flour 
M 2 eggs, beaten M Stbsp plum 
jam M 12 Victoria plums, halved 
and pitted M Itbsp caster sugar 

1 Preheat the oven to 190°C/ 
375°F/Gas 5 and put a baking tray 
inside it to warm. Roll out the 
pastry on a lightly floured surface 
to a 26cm-diameter circle, place it 
over a greased, 24cm loose-based 
tart tin and ease it into the base 
and sides, pressing down lightly. 
Prick the base with a fork and 
chill in the fridge. 

2 Put the butter, caster sugar, 
hazelnuts, self-raising flour and 
eggs in a bowl or food processor, 
then beat until smooth. 

3 Remove the tin from the fridge 
and spread the plum jam evenly 
into the pastry case. Top with the 
Bakewell mixture and arrange the 
plums, cut side up, on top. Sprinkle 
with caster sugar. Place the tin on 
the hot tray and bake for 30-35min. 

4 Leave to cool slightly, then 
transfer to a serving plate.

MAKES 12 TAKES 1HR 


M Butter, for greasing II 2 x 375g 
sheets of ready-rolled puff pastry 
M lOOg ground almonds M 45g 
caster sugar, plus extra for 
sprinkling M 2 eggs, beaten 
M 18 plums, halved and pitted 
M Clotted cream, to serve 

1 Preheat the oven to 200 ° C/ 
400°F/Gas 6 and lightly grease 
two baking trays. 

2 Unroll the two pastry sheets and 
cut out 12 circles using a 10cm- 
diameter pastry cutter. Place three 
or four circles on each baking tray 
- you will probably need to bake 
the pastry circles in two batches. 


3 Mix the ground almonds with 
the caster sugar, adding a little 
of the beaten egg until it starts 
to form a fairly stiff paste. Spread 
a heaped teaspoon of the almond 
paste over each pastry circle. 

Place three plum halves on 

top. Brush the pastry with the 
remaining beaten egg and 
sprinkle each circle with a little 
of the extra caster sugar - Itsp 
over each will be enough. 

4 Bake for about 20min or until 
the pastry is puffed up and golden. 
Repeat with the remaining pastry 
circles. Serve warm, topped with 
the clotted cream.

OCTOBER 


PICK apples when they re ripe 
by removing them from the tree 
with a gentle tug and twist action. 
Harvest to eat now, for cooking 
or to store in a cool, dark, 
well-ventilated place. Autumn is 
the ideal time to plant fruit trees, 
while the soil is still warm. 
PLANT clematis in sun or part 
shade in moisture-retentive, but 
free-draining, soil. Position so 
that they can clamber over a 
wall or pergola, across a trellis 
or twine through a tree. 

SOW sweet peas in pots and 
overwinter them in a cold frame 
or unheated greenhouse before 
planting out next March or April.

DAHLIAS 

Currently enjoying a revival, 
these fabulous flamboyant show 
stoppers flower until summer's 
last gasp. There are hundreds 
to choose from. Plant demure 
single blooms, perfectly round 
pompoms and dinner-plate- 
sized divas among perennials, 
or grow en masse for impact. 

HOW TO GROW Plant dahlias in 
well-drained soil in a sunny position 
from the end of May to early June. 
Stake each plant and, once shoots 
begin to appear, water once a week. 

To encourage flower production, 
pinch out the tips of the main shoot 
as it grows. Regular deadheading and 
feeding with a high-potash liquid 
fertiliser every two weeks will also 
give more blooms. If your soil is free- 
draining, cut back after the first frosts 
and mulch in situ. If not, you’ll need 
to lift the tubers for winter storage.

Managing - and reducing - your energy spend 
is about to get easier thanks to new technology 



WHAT IS IT? A new generation 
of gas and electricity meters is about 
to bring energy billing out of the Dark 
Ages. Rather than having analogue 
counters that need to be read by 
an engineer, smart meters are able 
to send automatic meter readings to 
your energy supplier using wireless 
technology It’s part of a government 
initiative called Smart Energy GB and 
will spell the end of dreaded 'estimates’. 


HOW DO I GET ONE? Every UK 
household will be offered smart meters 
- to be supplied and fitted for free - by 
2020. The initiative is already being 
trialled in some homes, but as the 
nationwide roll-out begins in earnest, 
your energy supplier will get in touch 
to arrange a time to fit your meters. 

You’ll need to be at home when your 
meters are fitted, and the power supply 
will be turned off for up to 60 minutes. 
Once they’re installed, you’ll be given an 
In-Home Display, which your engineer 
will demonstrate. This shows in real 
time how much energy you’re using, 
how much it’s costing or - for pre-pay 
meters - how much credit you have left. 

Because the Display has its own 
wireless connection to your meters, 
you don’t need an internet connection 
and security shouldn’t be a concern. 
'Smart meters send data directly to 
your energy supplier and, from next 
year, this will happen via a secure, 
dedicated network called the Data 
Communications Company’ says 
Claire Maugham, director of 
communications at Smart Energy 
GB. 'Smart-meter data will never 
simply be sent over the internet.’

1 STOP RELYING

Unless you’re using a pre-pay meter, 
you’ll be paying a bill based on an 
estimate of how much energy you will 
use.

Teach children the importance of drinking water,

D 


uring summer, it’s more likely 
that children will stay well 
hydrated. When there’s hot 
weather and lots of running 
around outdoors, parents hand out water 
frequently and kids are more likely to ask for 
it as they notice how thirsty they are. But as 
the weather turns cooler, the days get shorter 
and we move into autumn, it’s easy to forget 
how important it is to drink plenty of water. 

Children love to learn and be rewarded, 
and they’re more likely to absorb information 
if it’s delivered in a fun way. So Nestle, 
manufacturer of Nestle Pure Life® still bottled 
water, has a few suggestions how to teach 
them why they need to drink water regularly 
and why it doesn’t have to be a battle to get 
kids to choose water over other drinks. 


Get growing 


As playtime is brought inside during the 
cooler months, set aside a couple of hours 
over half term or at the weekend to try out 
one of the following activities. A great way 
to show a child how living things benefit from 
water is by using plants, so get them to paint 
the outside of two flowerpots white, leave to 
dry, then apply a second coat.

Next, your child can decorate the chart using 
coloured pens, stickers, glitter and decorative 
tape. Hang it up, then let them stick on a star 
whenever they drink at one of these times. 

By doing these activities, your child will be 
hydrated and educated while having fun.
